Counselor Lansing as Acting 
Secretary: 

“The White House, Washington, 
June 9, 1915: The Hon. William 
Jennings Bryan having resigned the 
office of Secretary of State, I, 
Woodrow Wilson, President. of the 
United States of America, do here- 
by, in conformity with the pro- 
visions of Sections 177 and 179 of the 
Revised Statutes and of the act of 
the Congress, approved Feb. 9, 1891, 
authorize and direct the Hon. Rob- 
ert Lansing, Counselor for the De- 
partment of State, to perform the 
duties of Secretary of State for a 
period not to exceed 30 days, until 
a Secretary shall have been ap- 
pointed and have qualified.

SECRETARY BRYAN 
BIDS FAREWELL 10 
HIS ASSOCIATES 


Throngs of Clerks Surround Him 
When He Visits Office for 
Last Time. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—When Secre- 
tary Bryan started for his office today, 
Mrs. Bryan walked down the drive with 
him to his carriage and at the approach 
of the couple the old State Department 
coachman, who for many years has 
driven the carriages which are assigned 
to the Secretary, got down from 
his box, and hat in hand, told 
them both how much he regretted 
to see Mr. Bryan go and how much he 
had appreciated the Secretary’s kind- 
nesses. 

As the Secretary drove to his office, 
probably for the last time, he passed 
throngs of Government clerks on their 
way to office, reading in the morning 
papers the news of his resignation. He 
Was surrounded by scores who wanted 
to say a word of good-by as he entered 
his office. 

Counselor Lansing, who, upon Mr. Bry- 
an's resignation, becomes Acting Secre- 
tary of State, was at his desk early and 
shortly before 10 o’clock went to the 
White House and saw the President. So 
far as State Department records show 
Mr. Bryan is the first Secretary to resign 
us the direct result of a clear issue with 
the President on foreign policy. Some 
of his predecessors have had differ- 
ences with their chiefs, but usually 
those have arisen from divergent views 
om ‘details of negotiations, but never 
| have they developed to’a point involving 
the surrender of a portfolio. 

While at the White House Mr. 
sing expressed regret at Mr. 
resignation.

After seeing Mr. Lansing, President 
Wilson went autmobiling.

Secretary Roosevelt's office, he was 
sprrounded by newspaper men. 

Well, gentlemen,“ said he, you see 
I am not late today. Sometimes I have 
been late, particularly so yesterday. Did 
you ever see an old hen trying to gather 
her chickens beneath her in the even- 
ing? 

„Well, I often have felt like the old 
hen in some respects. I have been try- 
ing to keep a number of international 
secrets covered up under my wing, so 
to speak. If sometimes I have seemed 
cross and irritable, it is because I have 
been afraid that some of the secrets 
would creep out. Of course, you don't 
question the old hen’s good intentions 
and I hope you won't mine. 

“So much for fiction. As for news, I 
have none to give you, you know it all.” 

Mr. Bryan said he expected to see

SHERIFF BODE’ 
WIFE OBIECTS 10 
HIS HANGING MAN 


Says She Will Leave Clayton if 
He Springs Trap at Execu- 
tion Set for July 16. 


Mrs. Emma Bode, wife of Sheriff 
George A. Bode of St. Louis County, to- 
day told a Post-Dispatch reporter she 
would move from Clayton if her husband 
springs the trap at the hanging of Wil- 


liam Sprouse, which is set for July 16. 
Sprouse was convicted of murdering his 
wife, Anna. 

The Bode family lives in a house which 
immediately adjoins the jail, where the 
hanging will take place, unless Gov. 
Major commutes the sentence. 

“I don’t want my husband to hang 
that man,” said Mrs. Bode. “I think it 
would be a sin. He will never do it with 
my consent. I could never live in this 
heuse again, and I would not stay in 
Clayton.“

When 
he reached home he found there had 
been no fire and his wife admitted she 
had called him back to prevent him 
from officiating at the hanging. 

Bode went to his garage to get his 
automobile, intending to drive to St. 
Charles, but he fouhd the machine had 
been tampered with and had been put 
cut of commission. By that time it was 
too late to take a street car. 

Mrs. Bode thought she had won, but 
early the next morning Bode arose and 
crept out of the house and took the 
first car to St. Charles, Arriving there 
ir. time for the execution. He put the 
noose on Jeffries, but Sheriff Hines of 
St. Charles County sprung the trap.

914, Frederick, as notary, forged the ac- 
knowledgment to a $3000 principal note 
and six interest notes for $90, falsely 
representing that George Kienzle and 
his wife, Martha Kienzle, had appeared 
before him and affixed their signatures 
to the acknowledgment, when in fact 
they did not sign the papers. 

The notes alleged to be falsely ac- 
knowledged were given to M. Fernich 
to secure a $3000 deed of trust on prop- 
erty on Hartford street. 

liake alleges that this deed of trust, 
with the illegally acknowledged notes, 
was sold to him by Frederick June 13, 
1914, and that it was worthiess and 
fraudulent. 

A similar suit brought by Miss Ann 
I.. Polanek to recover $290 on a deed 
falsely acknowledged by Frederick is 
now pending. 

Hake did not learn of the swindle 
until May 22 when the Kienzles brought 
suit against him to clear the title of 
the Hartford street property.

Bryan's Resignation

GLEMENCY DENIED 
FRANK BY PRISON

ATLANTA, Ga., June 9.—The Georgia 
Prison Commission today declined to 
recommend to Gov. Slaton a commuta- 


tion of the death sentence of Leo M. 
Frank, convicted of the murder of Mary 
Phagan. 

Frank, whose appeal was recently re- 
jected by the United States Supreme 
Court, is under sentence to die June 22. 
It is believed he will appeal, as a last 
resort, to Gov. Slaton. 

The commission's decision is not bind- 
ing 6n the Governor, who, it was stated, 
will conduct further hearings before 
making his decision. 

The commission decided against clem- 
ency by a vote of 2 to 1. Commissioners 
E L. Rainey and R. E. Davidson voted 
against recommendation of clemency 
and Commissioner T. E. Patterson voted 
in Frank's favor. The majority report 
of the commission said:

At the White House 8 Tumulty stated aiid that 
no comment would be made on Mr. Bryan’s statement. 
Mr. Bryan at his home gave out this statement: 

„My reason for resigning is clearly stated in my letter of resigna- 
tion—namely that I may employ as a private citizen the means which ~ 
the President does not feel at liberty to employ. I honor him for doing 
what he believes to be right and I am sure that he desires, as I do, to 
find a peaceful solution of the problem which has been created by the 
action of the submarines. 

Two of the points on which we differ, each conscientious in his 
conviction are: 

„First, as to the suggestion of investigation by an international 
commision, and, 

„Second, as to warning Americans against traveling on belligerent 
vessels or with cargoes of ammunition. 

‘‘T believe that this nation should frankly state to Germany that 
we are willing to apply, in this case, the principle which we are 
bound by treaty to apply to disputes between the United States and 30 
countries with which we have made treaties providing for investigation 
of all disputes of every character and nature. 

„These treaties, negotiated under this administration make war 
practically impossible between this country and the 30 governments 
representing nearly three-fourths of all the people of the world. 

„Among the nations with which we have these treaties are Great 
Britain, France and Russia. No matter what disputes may arise be- 
tween us and these treaty nations, we agree that there shall be no dec- 
laration and no commencement of hostilities until the matters in dispute 
have been investigated by an international commission and a year’s time 
is allowed for investigation and report. This plan was offered to all the 
nations, without any exceptions whatever, and Germany was one of the 
nations that accepted the principle, being the twelfth, I think, to ac- 
cept. No treaty was actually entered into with Germany, but I can not 
see that should stand in the way when both nations endorsed the prin- 
ciple. I do not know whether Germany would accept the offer, but our 
country should, in my judgment, make the offer. 

„Such an offer, if accepted, would at once relieve the tension and 
silence all the jingoes who are demanding war. Germany has always 
been a friendly nation and a great many of our people are of German 
ancestry. Why should we not deal with Germany according to this plan, 
to which the nation has pledged its support? 

‘<The second point of difference is as to the course which should 
be pursued in regard to Americans traveling on belligerent ships or 
with cargoes of ammunition. 

„Why should an American citizen be permitted to involve his coun- 
try in war by traveling upon a belligerent ship when he knows that the 
ship will pass through a danger zonef The question is not whether an 
Amorican citizen has a right under international law to travel on a bellig- 
erent ship; the question is whether he ought not, out of consideration for 
his ‘country, if not for his own safety, avoid danger when avoidance is 
possible. ;

BRITISH LOSSES 258,069 MEN IN 
KILLED. WOUNDED AND MISSING 


LONDON, June 9.—Premier Asquith 
announced in the House of Commons 
today that the total of British casualties 
from the beginning of the war to May 31 
was 258,069 men in killed, wounded and 
missing. Divided into categories of 
killed, wounded and missing, officers 
and men, the list shows the following:

The losses in the naval division are 
not included in this list.

The British losses are 
equal almost to a city the size of In- 
dianapolis, which has a population of 
270,000, or Louisville, which has 260,000.

WASHINGTON, June 8. 
My Dear Mr. President: 
It is with sincere regret that 
I have reached the conclusion that 
I should return to you the com- 
thission of the Secretary of State 
with which you honored me at 
the beginning of your administra- 
tion. 

Obedient to your sense of duty 
and actuated by the highest mo- 
tives, you have prepared for 
transmission to the German Gov- 
ernment a note in which I cannot 
join without violating what I 
deem to be an obligation to my 
country, and the issue involved 
is of such moment that to remain 
a member of the Cabinet would 
be unfair to you, as it would be 
to the cause which is nearest my 
heatt, namely, the prevention of 
war. 

I therefore respectfully tender 
my resignation, to take effect 
when the note is sent, unless you 
prefer an earlier bonr. Alike de- 
sirous of reaching a peaceful solu- 
tion of the . arising out 
of the use of submarines against 
merchantmen, we find ourselves 
differing irreconcilably as to the 
methods which should be em- 
ployed. 

It falls to your lot to speak 
officially for the nation; I con- 
sider it to be none the less my 
duty to endeavor as a private citi- 
zen to promote the end which you 
have in view by means which you 
do not feel at liberty to use. 

In severing the intimate and 
pleasant relations which have ex- 
isted between us during the past 
two years, permit me to acknowl- 
edge the profound satisfaction 
which it has given me to have 
associated with you in the impor- 
tant work which has come before 
the State Department and to 
thank you for the courtesies ex- 
tended. 

With the heartiest good wishes 
for your personal welfare and for

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HOW BRYAN AND PRESIDENT 
CAME TO PARTING OF WAYS 
OVER THE NOTE TO GERMANY 


vf Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The surren- 
der by Secretary Bryan of the portfolio 
of State, which was not entirely unex- 
pected, came as the dramatic climax to 
@ sequence of events extending over a 
period of more than two months. The 
President and the Secretary of State 
parted official company under the most 
amicable conditions. It was not until 
Bryan had resolutely declined to with- 
draw his resignation late yesterday aft- 
ernoon that the President made known 
his acceptance in a letter which was not 
delivered to the Secretary of State until 
10 minutes before 6 o’clock. Bryan re- 
signed at 10:34 yesterday morning. 

The resignation of the Secretary natu- 
rally created a great sensation, but it 
will not prevent the dispatching of the 
note to Germany as finally approved bv 
all the members of the Cabinet, with the 
exception of Bryan, who was present for 
one or two hours during its considera- 
tion and who left the meeting under al- 
most tearful conditions. 

Bryan's Policy Embarrassing. 

It had been rumored in official circles 
as early as Sunday that Bryan would 
resign, for there has been friction be- 
tween the Secretary of State and Pres!- 
dent Wilson for several weeks. Bryan's 
advocacy of what some officials here re- 
gard as “peace-at-any-price” policy has 
proved embarrassing to the Presiden: 
and other members of his Cabinet. Some 
of the members, it was said, recently 
announced that if such a policy were fol- 


lowed with Germany in place of one| ah 


of firmness and vigor, they would re- 
sign. 

The crisis in the Cabinet began when 
the sinking of the Lusitania led to the 
drafting by the President of the note of 
May 13, informing Germany ‘that the 
United States would not omit “any word 
or act’’ to uphold the rights of its cit- 
igens. 


Urged Commission of Investigation. 

Bryan counseled peaceful measures 
and cautious action. It is now said that 
he gave his consent to signing the note 
only after it was tentatively arranged 
that a statement at the White House 
should be issued and transmitted to the 
Germany Gcv ment. announcing that 
inasmuch as Germany had accepted 
the principle of the peace treaties nego- 
tiated between the United States ane 
other countfies, differences between the 
nations might be adjusted by a commis- 
sion of investigation. 

Opposition to this course was most 
vehement in some Cabinet quarters, and 
the President after having considered at 
length Bryan's suggestion finally disap- 
proved it at the hour the note was sent. 

Some Cabinet officers argued that such 
an appendix to the note of May 13 would 
be construed abroad as a weakening of 
the American position, and their counsel 
prevailed. 

In spite of these differences in policy 
the President and Mr. Bryan are re- 
garded as firm friends. The strong per- 
sonal attachment between them has long 
been noticeable in the everyday con- 
ferences. Even yesterday as they met in 
the Cabinet room their greeting was one 
of affection and regard. 

The note which brought about the res- 
ignation of Bryan will undoubtedly be 
cast in the same mold as the two which 
have preceded it and in the phrasing to 
which Bryan consistently objected. 
With unquestioned sincerity the Secre- 
tary of State opposed the construction 
of the other notes, but he signed his 
name to them as required by law. 

N was Bryan’s repugnance to any 
procedure that might prove instru- 
mental in bringing about a conflict be- 
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tween his own country and any other 
that led him to decline to affix his sig- 
nature to the note and to decide to re- 
sign. 

Cabinet circles echo the story of an 
interview between the President and

The President then 
read his first draft of his message, which 
is to be sent today. 

As soon as the President had con- 
cluded, Bryan, in a most dramatic man 
ner, remonstrated with his chief be- 
Cause of the general tone of the docu- 
ment, as near as can be learned, and 
specifically to portions of it that did 
not comport with his peace principles. 

With the exception of Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels, who is said to have mild- 
ly reflected the views of Secretary Bry- 
, all the other members of the Cab- 
‘et expressed their unqualified approvai 
of the note. ; 

Following the Cabinet meeting the 
President sent for Bryan and the latter 
remained with his chief for an hour. 
He obtained from the President a prom- 
ise that the note should not be sent 
until after he (Bryan) had submitted 
two suggestions that he believed might 
provide ground for compromise, and at 
the same time accomplish the purposes 
of both the President and himself. These 
were submitted at a conference at 6 
o'clock Monday night.

UP BRYAN'S WORK; 
MAY SUCCEED HIM 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—Robert Lan- 
sing of the State Department, successor 
to John Bassett Moore as Counselor of 
the Department, will become Secretary 
of State ad interim today, when Secre- 
tary Bryan’s resignation takes effect. 
Ho is a son-in-law of John W. Foster, 
Secretary of State under President Har- 
rison. He is a lifelong Democrat and 


has been an internation! lawyer many 
years. 


In well-informed ciréles it is consid- 
ered likely President Wilson will retain 
Lansing as Secretary. 

Counselor Lansing has represented the 
United States in more international ar- 
bitrations than any other living Ameri- 
can. More than that, he has had a 
longer and broader experience in inter- 
national arbitrations and has appeared 
more frequently before international tri- 
bunals than any living lawyer. 

By birth, education and training Mr. 
Lansing is peculiarly fitted for the work 
which has so suddenly devolved upon 
him. He was born 50 yéars ago in Wa- 
tertown, the son of an eminent lawyer 
and a descendant of the John Lansing 
of revolutionary fame, who represented 
New York in the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1787 in Philadelphia, and who 
was later Chancellor of the State of 
New York. 

Like his father and his distinguished 
ancestor, Mr. Lansing, upon his gradu- 
ation fram Amherst in 1886, chose the le- 
gal profession and in 1889 began the 
practice of law. Until quite recently he 
continued in private practice except 
when retained by his own and foreign 
Governments on important cases. 

With his appointment in 1892 as associ- 
ate counsel for the United States in the 
fur seal arbitration he entered upon 
what hag been virtually a continuous in- 
ternational service. He attended the 
sessions of the international tribunal in 
Paris in 1893; in 1894-95 he served as 
counsel for the Mexican and Chinese le- 
gations at Washington; in 19896 he was 
appointed by Richard Olney, then Sec- 
retary of State under President Cleve- 
land, counsel for the Government before 
the Bering Sea Claims Commission, the 
sessions of which were held at Victoria, 
Montreal and Halifax in 1896-97, 

During the next two years he repre- 
sented private parties before the Ca- 
nadian Joint High eommrssion and in 
1900-01 again served as counsélor for the 
Mexican and Chinese legations. 

In 1903 he was appointed Solicitor and 
Counsel for the Government before the 
Alaskan Boundary Tribunal, acted as 
counsel for private clients in the Vene- 
zuelan asphalt disputes in 196 and is 
counsel for the United States in the 
Atlantic fisheries arbitration at The 
Hague in 1908. He was technical dele- 
gate of the Government in the fur seal 
conference at Washington in 1911, aud 
special counsel for the Department of 
State on various diplomatic questions 


and for the negotiations with Great Brit- 


ain of the claims to be arbitrated under 
the special agreement of 1910. In 1911 
he was counsel for the United States in 
the American and British claims arbi- 
tration, and served as agent of the 
United States before this commission 
from 1913 until his appointment as 
Counselor of the State Department in 
March, 1914. 

In addition, he aided in the foundn- 
tion of the American Society of Inter- 
national Law in 1906, and has heen tna 
is a member of its Executive Committee 
and one of the editors of its official 
organ, The American Journa! of Inter- 
national Law.

Children Pasturing Cows, 

At the edge of a green fieid on both 
sides of the road where death’s targets 
were lying, more than a score of baré- 
footed children, each with one or two 
cows on ropes, were pasturing the ani- 
mals, lending a peaceful, pastoral touch 
to a scene where a few hours before 
battle raged. 

So peaceful was the scene before us 
that it was difficult to believe the 
bundles of dirty looking clothes dotting 
the green were men, and that the mov- 
ing figures, One at each end of a blanket, 
were dragging.the dead to holes in the 
ground. 

When, four hours later, I repassed the 
field the wounded were removed, the 
dead buried and searching squads were 
picking up rifles and stacking them in 
pyramids which dotted the flelds like 
shocks of grain, all with German char- 
acteristic economy and thoroughness, 
even to the picking up of every car- 
tridge clip. 

Turning through a village on the right 
we went up toward fort No. 10 and met 
two wagon loads of wounded coming 
from the fort. Reaching the girdle of 
forts, which was adjoined by redoubts 
and trenches, we saw a repetition of the 
terrible effect of German and Austrian 
heavy artillery, as at Tarnow. On the 
heights at Tarnow the German and Aus- 
trian artillery had simply crushed in the 
Russian front with the weight of metal 
and had turned the heights into an in- 
ferno that human nerve could not stand. 


Shells Hit Mark Nine Miles Away. 

Firing from a distance of nine miles 
the 42-centimeter guns, with ineredible 
gun a 
effaced tl 
es and threw up huge craters ues 
edges of these craters often overlapped. 
and many were used for graves. One 
contained 20 Russians. An officer tola 
me that at Gorlice 600 German and Aus- 
trian guns concentrated on the Russian 
position and kept up à rapid fire for 
more than two hours. 

I have seen the effect of big guns in 
Belgium and in front of Rheims and Was 
present at artillery duels in the Argonne, 
in East Prussia and on the Rawka, near 
Warsaw, but never saw anything like 
the wholesale slaushter from the fire of 
heavy guns at Tarnow and Przemysl. 
Against this the Russians were helpless 
the effect of their own artillery on the 
German positions appearing like pin 
pricks in comparison. Forts 10 and 11 
and the connecting works received the 
concentrated fire from the big guhs. 

Coming into Przemysl I passed two 
Skoda es and two huge cannon, 20 or 
% feet long, of the coast defense type, 
mounted on trucks drawn by huge mo- 
tors. 

Terrifie Execution. 

One 42 shell struck the edge of the 
turret in Fort No. 10. The resultant ex- 
plosion threw the huge armor-plate top 
of the turret 50 feet away, wrecked the 
turret and shattered six feet of cement 
walls which were then stormed by a 
company of Bavarians. Big shells tore 
huge gaps into the barbed wire entan- 
glements. | 

One shell landed back of the fort, its 
force tearing out two large trees by the 
roots. A W-centimeter shell landed in 
the second line defenses back of fort 11, 
amid a group of Russians. Twenty men 
were killed instantly. In a redoubt to 
the left of fort No. 10 I stumbled over 
several, dead in a dark bombproof. 
Around forts Nos. 11 and 10 the dead 
were lying in small groups.

artillery, which couldn’t come up sooner 
because of a destroyed railway. The big 
guns got in action on the 3th and the 
storming began on the 3ist by a Ba- 
varian division and one Silesian regi- 
ment against forts Nos. 10 and 11 on the 
north. Simultaneously Emmich’s corps 
and a cavalry division operated north- 
east against the Russians, holding an 
open gap in the ring toward Lemberg, 
and an Austro-Hungarian corps under 
Arse von Strassenberg protected the 
flank while the Austro-Hungarian army 
formed a semicircle, from the south, 


‘Russian Loss Heavy. 
The Russians threw thre regimen. 


from Lemberg into the combat to keep 
the gap open. They assumed the offen- 
sive against Emmich from the north and 
the Austro-Hungarians from the south. 
The Russians attacked again and again 
and their loss was the heaviest on two 
sides of the gap, where the dead were 
thick. 

On the night of June 1 the Russians, 
who, according to prisoners, had orders 
to hold Przemysl as long as possible, 
withdrew the larger portion of their 
forces,.estimated at 40,000. At noon of 
the 2d, fort 10, the last of the forts on 
the north side, was stormed and taken. 
The same evening the Russians from the 
second line attempted to recapture the 
position, but were thrown back by the 
Germans, who followed by a counter- 
attack, taking the position, together 
with 2000 prisoners. By 3 in the morning 
all’ positions on the north side were in 
German hands. The Russians withdrew 
from their positions on the south side, 
the Germans and Austro-Hungarians en- 
tering the city itself about the same 
time. 

While no official figures have been giv- 
en out here I am told by an officer in 
a position to know that approximately 
7000 prisoners were taken. I saw 2000, 
all splendidly equipped, well nourished 
men, whose appearance gave not the 
slightest indication of suffering or lack 
of food. The majority were of excel- 
tent physique. Even the German offi- 
cers commented on the good appearance 
of the prisoners. 

Speaking of the German losses 
Przemysl an officer said to me: 
are small compared with the 
achieved.”’ 

With the forts virtually demolished the 
military value of Przemysl is compara- 
tively small, but the recapture is of the 
utmost importance politically and to the 
spirits of the Austro-Hungarian people. 
The city itself is undamaged and looks 
peaceful, with the children swimming 
in the river and the women in fine 
clothes, The Austrians probably will 
take over the civil administration of the 
city tomorrow.

Expre s of amusement, ranging 
from the aid and dignified academic 
kind, which stops just short of a 
chuckle, to the more human and unre- 
strained variety, which manifests itself 
fa ringing laughter, are circulating 
through the classic ranks of the Wash- 
ington University faculty. 

With all due respect to the good in- 
tentions of the late George D. Barnard, 
millionaire book and stationery manu- 
facturer, the professors at St. Louis’ 
lexding seat of learning can see noth- 
ing but humor in the strange provision 
of his will which sets aside $1000 a year 
with which to provide Washington \Uni- 
versity teachers with membership in 
the St. Louis Club, a social organization 
whose members are popularly believed 
to require dollar marks after their 
names rather than college degree ini- 
tials. 

“It's a Long Way to Go.” 

It stands out as a high bald fact that 
the highbrows of Washington Uni- 
versity are not so eager to join the St. 
Louis Club that they would take ad- 
vantage of Barnard’s well-meant offer 
to attain that end.

Calls on the President.

The Secretary was making his last 
official call on the President, but never- 
theless the personal element was pres- 
ent. 

Cordially and without any trace of 
feeling the two men talked of the situa- 
tion which resulted in Mr. Bryan’s resig- 
nation. Each spoke dispassionately of 
the differences and his belief that the 
other was doing what he thought best 
for the United States. Those who saw 
them were touched with the regard the 
two men displayed for each other. . 

Finally Mr. Bryan remarked that he 
knew the President was busy and that 
he would not detain him longer. The 
two men who have stood together dur- 
ing the last two years in one crisis. after 
another, rose to their feet simultaneous- 
ly and clasped hands:

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ITALIANS ASSEMBLING 
FOR FIRST BIG BATTLE 


Troops Cross to East Bank of Isonzo River and 
Important Engagement Impends— Aystro- 
Germans Continue Drive in Galicia. 


LONDON, June 9.—From Caporetta 
to the head of, the Gulf of Trieste the 
forces of Italy are consolidating their 
positions along the River Isonzo and in 
a week or perhaps sooner the first se- 
rious battle along this front should be 
fought. | 

The clashes up to the present time 
have been of a preliminary character, 
but now that the Italians no longer 
command the river crossing from the 
western bank but at several points have 
thrown troops to the eastern bank of 
the Isonzo, a conflict of first-rate tacti- 
cal importance, in the opinion of Brit- 
ish observers, is inevitable. 

In the Eastern arena the Russians are 
fighting desperately to stem the Austro- 
German advance in the direction of 
Lemberg. While some sections of the 
British press maintain that the Teu- 
tonic rush has lost its impetus, the 
more general feeling is that, unless the 
Russians succeed in developing a coun- 
ter-offensive on a ‘colossal scale, the 
entire Galician situation will remain 
unfavorable to Russian arms and more 
than likely involve the abandonment of 
Lemberg, capital of the Crown Land of 
Galicia. 

British and Russian military opinion | 
is that the Austro-Germans, after their 
big effort which regained for them the 
greater part of Galicia, have about ex- 
hausted themselves, and the view is 
expressed that they soon will have to 
secure and fortify a line on which they 
can withstand the Russian counter of- 
fensive, which already has made itself 


4 felt, on the lower San. 


No Offensive in West. 

If the Russian positions were really 
dangerous, these authorities say, the al- 
lies long ago would have taken the of- 
fensive in the west to relieve the pres 
sure on the eastern front. It is true 
that the French have been attacking 
at a number of points between Rheims 
and the district north of Arras, and 
have in some cases been successful in 
gaining ground, but the British are re 
maining quiet and it can hardly be 
said that a general offensive in the west 
has begun. 

The Frencn are considered to have 
been very successful in what they have 
undertaken.

“The people i'd not quite understand 
the proposition. I guess we are a little 
slow in St. Louis, and it takes us a la- 
tle longer to do things than in some 
other cities. 
“But the parxway eventually must 
win. The campaign of education should 
go forward all the time. Within six 
months, I ve no doubt, we could ed- 
ucate the people to a full understanding 
of the Parkway, and they would vote 
for it.

We 
shall have the Parkway yet.“ 
Members of the Citizens’ Parkway 
Committee attributed the defeat of the 
Parkway to a lack of a thorough under- 
standing on the part of the voters; to 
the fight made upon the Parkway by the 
politicians tc revenge themselves upon 
Mayor Kiel for enforcing the efficiency 
provisions of the new City Charter; to 
the hard times and lack of employment 
and the unwillingness of taxpayers to 
assume any more burdens under present 
conditions, and to the campaign of mis- 
representation waged by che opponents 
of the Parkway. 
The election was on a referendum. 
The Municipal Assembly last December 
passed an ordinance authorizing the 
condemnation of 21 blocks of property 
for the Parkway. Mayor Kiel approved 
the ordinance, but within the time speci- 
fied by the new Charter, opponents of 
the Parkway submitted rererendum peti- 
tions and obtained the necessary 7 per 
cent of the registration. 

Special Election Called. 
The filing cf these petitions suspended 
the ordinance. While the’ petitions 
lacked a sufficient number of signatures 
to require a special election, the Board 
of Aldermen passed an ordinance calling 
one-so that the Parkway proposition 
would not be held back until November, 
1916. 
If the Parkway ordinance had been 
approved yesterday, the procedure would 
have been.for the City Counselor to file 
suits to condemn the property, ‘and for 
the court to appoint a commission to as- 
sess damages and benefits. These pro- 
ceedings would have determined exactly 
what the Parkway would cost, the boun- 
daries of the benefit district, and the 
amount that each property owner in the 
district would have to pay in special as- 
sessments.

Rath- 
er it will mobilize public sentiment still 
more strongly behind Mr. Wilson, realiz- 
ing as every citizen must realize that 
the President in this crisis has greater 
need than ever of emphatic popular sup- 
port. Mr. Wilson has put his hand to 
the plow and he cannot turn back until 
he reaches the end of the furrow. In 
spite of Mr. Bryan’s scruples there is no 
public desire that he should turn back. 
On the contrary, it is the President's 
grave and solemn duty to continue to 
the end, having faith that right makes 
might and Garing to do his duty as he 
understands it.

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“INCASE OF DEATH 
OF MISS SAMUEL 


Mortimer Price, 16, Who Drove 
Wrecked Car, Reported to 
Be Delirous. 


A verdict of accident was returned this 
morning by the Coroner’s jury which in- 
quired: into the death of Miss Jane 
Elizabeth Samuel, 18 years old, of 3515 
Lafayette avenue, who was crushed yes- 
terday under an overturned automobile 
on the Lucas and Hunt road, in St. 


Louis County. She died at St. John's 
Hospital of a skull fracture. 

Mortimer Price, 146 years old, who was 
driving the automobile, was not at the 
inquest and was said to be delirious at 
his home, 6227 Washington boulevard. 
His father, Vincent L. Price, was at the 
inquest and shook hands with witnesses 
after they had testified. One of these 
witnesses was Miss Margaret Elinor 
Maxwell, 17, of 5033 Washington boule- 
vard, who was with Miss Samuel on the 
rear seat of the machine. 

Miss Samuel was a member of the 1915 
graduating class of Mary Institute, 
which held its closing exercises last 
Thursday, and Miss Maxwell was one 
of her classmates. Miss Samuel was the 
daughter of William P. Samuel, financial 
secretary of the Ranken Trades School. 
The funeral services will Be held tomor- 
row afternoon in the Lafayette avenue 
residence. 

No Testimony as to Speed, 

It was announced yesterday that the 
St. Louis County grand jury would in- 
quire into the accident only if a verdict 
of negligence were returned, No repre- 
sentative of the county prosecutor's of- 
fice was at the inquest, but C. Orrick 
Bishop, an assistant to Circuit Attorney 
Harvey, was there. No definite testi- 
mony was given as fo the speed of the 
machine. 

Dr. Rolla Bracy, one of the two phy- 
sicians called to the scene of the acci- 
dent, testified. regarding young Price’s 
statement to him. He said Price told 
him that a farmer's wagen, in the n id- 
We of the road, was in his way, and 
that to pass the wagon, he had to turn 
the automobile to the left, running it 
against’ the raised rail of a s‘:gle-track 
trolley line at the roaside. Dr. Bracy 
said it was Price’s opinlon that this rail 
caused the machine to turn over. The 
read was 3 feet wide, Dr. Bracy said, 
A lad the space for meeting or passing 
evother vehicle was sufficient, if each 
kept to its own side. 

Dr. Charles D. Potts thought the road 
was not more than 20 fee wide but 8914 
there was room for vehicles to js. 
He said the space between the tracks 
vas not improved with macadam, es ‘s 
required in the case of city Street car 
lines. 

Tried to Pass Wason. 

Miss Maxwell, who appeared in a blue 
and white suit, with a blue hat, said 
the wagon, drawn by a milie, was in the 
niddle of the road, and that Price 
ronked, and then started to pass the 
vViagon on the right. The driver of the 
wagon also turned to the right, the girl 
enid, and Price then hai to turn sud- 
Cenly to the left, running against the 
street. car track. She did not know 
whether the machine struck the wagon, 
and she said she could make no definite 
sintement as to the machine’s speed. 

“If the driver had turned as we ex- 
pected him to, we would have had room 
io pass, she said. She saidi she was im- 
prisoned under the car when it over- 
turned, although she was not hurt, and 
that when she got out, the wagon had 


.| disappeared. 


The elder Price said his son was suf- 
fering from cuts and bruises on his 
face, and that there was a severe cut 
over the left temple. He said the youth 
was celirious part of the night, and had 
not wholly recovered from this condi- 
tion. A lawyer -testified that young 
Price had been advised to make no state- 
ment.

The number of persons who have re- 
ceived bottles of quinine containing 
strychnine, as certified to by the State 
Board of Health, was increased today 
to 21 by the addition of the names of 
Dr. William McQueen of Quincy, Dr. 
Charles Holsman of Stinesville and G. 
W. Edwards of Spencer to the list print- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

Two additions were made to the list 
of those hose death within the last 
three years is now regarded as sus- 
picious, increasing the number to nine 
names. They were Eldrid Strauss of 
Freedom and the Rev. A. B. Banta, for- 
merly pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, of which former Coroner 
Drescher, who died suddenly June 2, 
after an investigation was begun into 
the sending of poison packages, was a 
member. Drescher conducted both funer- 
als. 

Dies After Taking Quinine. 
Excitement in town was intensified 
by the arrival here today of Wash 
Phipps, father-in-law of Eldrid Strauss 
of Freedom, who Phipps told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, took a dose from a 
‘sample’ bottle of ‘‘quinine,’’ now 
known to have contained strychnine, 
and died shortly afterwards. 

Just before the present disclosures re- 
garding the poison packages, he said, 
his daughter took a dose of the quinine. 
This was two weeks ago. She has been 
seriously ill with occasional convulsions 
since, and he reported today that her 
condition was critical. 

Dissatisfaction is being expressed by 
local authorities because of the delay of 
the Board of Health in reporting upon 
whether or not poison was found in the 
stomach of Coroner Drescher. 

Special Grand Jury Likely. 
Acting Coroner McClure telegraphea 
the board today that the county was so 
aroused an immediate report was ex- 
rected. Prosecutor Duncan by telephone 
told members of the County Commis- 
sion he was convinced there was evi- 
dence indicating that two or possibly 
three persons were connected with the 
poison mystery. 

Just before the sudden death of 
Drescher the Prosecutor agreed with 
the Postoffice Inspectors that no spe- 
cial session of the grand jury would be 
called pending tneir action. He said 
the death of Drescher nad so changed 
conditions he might ask the court to call 
a special jury. 

Commissioner John W. Black was one 
of the men who received poisoned qui- 
nine. He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he believed the commisstoners would 
meet at once and provide the money 
needed by the Presecutor. 

Heard Hammering in Shed. 
Jesse Johnson of Quincy, chairman of 
the board, said he favored action by the 
ccunty, without further reference to the 
work of the Federal authorities. The 
continued work of the postal inspectors 
in Indianapolis, however, has convinced 
local authorities that the inspectors are 
investigating reports that, no matter 
who may have arranged the poison plan, 
there was an accomplice in Indianapo- 
lis. 

A report from Indianapolis states that 
a representative of the firm of Powers 
& Wightman, the Philadelphia firm 
frem which the quinine is supposed to 
have been obtained originally, is con- 
sulting with the inspectors. 

Acting Coroner McClure and Prose- 
cutor Duncan went to the residence of
